on its decision to pull out. 

“All those who took part in 
the vote were well aware of 
what was liable to take place in 
the strip, for when I opened the 
debate 1. did not conceal the 
situation.” Ben-Gurion — said 
Wednesday. 

Ben-Gurion won what were 
virtually. two confidence votes 
when the Knesset defeated oppo- 
sition proposais for a debate, 

Ben-Gurion. said he was sur- 
prised at a statement attributed 
to U.N, Undersecretary-General 
Raiph Bunche that UNEF is in 
Gaza with Egyptian agreement. 

“It was not in the power of 
the Egyptian dictator te agree 
or disagree to this since he was 
ignominiously expelled from the 
strip,” Ben-Gurion declared.

LONDON ({(Kyodo-UP) — The 
Royal Air Force Tuesday call- 
ed off scheduled ceremonies for 
the jet bombers which will drop 
Britain’s first H-bombs in the 
forthcoming British nuclear 
tests, 

The four Vickers Valiant jet 
bombers took off without cere- 
mony from their Lincolnshire 
base early Tuesday to fiy to 
Christmas Island in the South 
Pacific, where the H-bombs will 
be dropped some time in the 
next two months, 


At the last minute the Air 
Ministry canceled a scheduled 
farewell ceremony at the base 
and sent the planes off four 
hours early. A spokesman said 
the decision was made “to avoid 
causing repercussions in the 
countries over which the planes 
will fly.”

Kishi invited Matsushita to 
the Prime Minister's official re- 
sidence Wednesday evening and 
asked him to go to Britain as 
a special envoy. Matsushita ae- 
cepted the proposal, 

Matsushita, who is also a 
lawyer, was recommended by 
the Rev, Michael Yashiro, pres- 
iding bishop of the Nippon Sei- 
kokai (Anglican-Episcopal 
Church), whom Kishi tried’ to 
recruit at first. Bishop Yashiro 
Wednesday had turned down a 
second request by the Prime 
Minister. 

Matsushita is also a member 
of the Nippon Seikokai, and 
Mrs. Mitsu Matsushita is the 
daughter of the late Sakunoshin 
Motoda, who was appointed 
Japan's first Archbishop. 

The roster and the time of 
departure of the mission to 
Britain have not been decided 
as yet. These matters have, been 
left to President Matsushita, 
who said it would take two or 
three days to decide. 

He said he accepted the mis- 
sion, not because he was con- 
vinced that his trip to Britain 
would be effective, but because 
he intended to do his best to 
convey to Britain the ardent 
Wishes of the Japanese people 
for a ban on a H-bomb test, 

A graduate of Rikkyo Univer- 
sity’s Commercial Department, 
Matsushita became a professor 
of the University in 1929 after 
returning from his studies in 
the United States. He assumed 
the presidency of the university 
in 1955, 

Following the war, he acted 
as the defense counsel for the 
late Gen. Hideki Tojo at the 
International Military Tribunal 
for the Far East.

Supreme Court Rules 
‘Chatterley’ 


The Supreme Court Wednes- 
day ruled that the Japanese 
translated version of D. H. Law- 
rence’s controversial novel 
“Lady Chatterley’s Lover” was. 
“obscene literature.” 


The court upheld the Tokyo 
Higher Court's verdict which 
sentenced translator Sei Ito, 52, 
to a fine of ¥100,000 and pub- 
lisher Hisajiro Koyama, 51, to a 
fine of ¥250,000 on the charge 
of public indecency. 


An appeal by the defendants 
Was rejected. 


The finding was read by Chief 
Justice Kotaro Tanaka at a full 
court session opening at 10°34 
a.m. Wednesday with eight 
other judges in attendance. 


Both defendants heard the 
ruling in the spectators’ stand. 

The Supreme Court decision 
put a period to a legal battle 
that dragged out over a- period 
of Seven years over whether the 
Japanese. translation of Law- 
rence’s work was obscene or 
not, | 

The case was brought to the 
Tokyo District Court by the To- 
kyo District Proé¢urators’ Office 
in 1950 om the charge that 12 
‘Sections in the Japanese trans- 
lation depicting sex violated

Article 175 of the Criminal Law. 
The two-volume Japanese 
translation became a best seller 
and sold at least 150,000 copies. 
The Tokyo District. - Court 
opened hearings on the case in 
May, 1951. It handed down its 
verdict in January, 1952, sen- 
tencing publisher Koyama to a 
fine of ¥250,000 and acquitting 
translator [to of the charge 
levelled against him. 3 
In handing out the sentence, 
the Tokyo District Court stated 
the translated ‘version of the 
novel could not be considered 
obscene literature but that the 
publisher was to blame for im- 
proper methods of sales cam- 
paigns in heralding the book, 
However, the Tokyo Higher 
Court in ruling on an appeal 
by the procurators; partially re- 
versed the verdict of the district 
court in December that year. 
It judged the translation to be 
obscene literature and sentenc- 
ed ito to a fine of ¥100,000. 
The defense council, which 
included ‘noted writers and 
critics, appealed the case to the 
Supreme. Court in September, 
1953, Claming the Tokyo Higher 
Court ruling was a violation of 
the ‘Constitution which gfuaran-

Here’s How It Works 


The Government's appeal to 
the Public Corporation and 
Government Enterprise Arbitra- 
tion Commission, expected with- 
in a few, days, will mark the 
final. stage in the complicated 
conciliation, mediation and 
arbitration procedure for the 
labor disputes by workers in 
the public utilities and other 
enterprises managed by the 
Government, 

The Arbitration Commission's 
recommendation is binding. 
The unions and management 
must accept it whether they 
like it or not, 

This and other rules are con- 
tained in the Public Corporation 
and Government Enterprise 
Labor Relations Adjustment 
Law, which governs labor rela- 
tions of the three public corpora- 
tidhs and five Government- 
operated enterprises. Coming 
under the purview of this law 
are the three public corpora-

When its efforts for concilia- 
tion fails and either party to 
the dispute applies for media- 
ton, mediation commissions are 
activated to help settle the dis- 
pute. The. mediation commis- 
sions are each composed of 
nine members—three represent- 
ing the respective public corpo 
ration or Government enter- 
prise, three representing its em- 
ployes and three representing 
the “public interest.” 

In the current dispute, these 
commissions proposed media- 


tion plans late last week and 
early this week for seven of 
the eight enterprises, recom- 
mending an ayerage ¥1,200 
Wage increase per month, 

Labor has accepted these re- 
commendations but the Govern- 
ment is still withholding its 
answer. 

Thus the procedure now goes 
to the next step—arbitration. 


The arbitration commissions 
will each be composed of three 
persons, chosen from among 
the five members of the Labor 
Relations Commission represent- 
ing “public interest.” 

The arbitration commissions 
must hand down arbitration 
plans within 30 days after be- 
ing asked by either of the dis- 
puting parties to step in. 

Arbitration plans. given by 
these bodies .are binding on 
both parties to the dispute but 
there is an escape clause. The 
Government, which controls the 
finances of these public corpo- 
rations and Government enter 
prises is not bound by the arbi-

tration plans if and when the 
eutlays recommended by the 
arbitration commissions are 
found to be beyond the finan 
cial or budgetary limitations of 
the respective public corpora 
tions or Government enter 
prises.

The program, in cooperation 
with private industry, is design- 
ed to increase Japanese con- 
sumption of American wheat 
and dairy. products “through 
nutritional education and ex- 
pansion” of Japan’s school lunch 
program, | 

The Agriculture Department 
said about 150 schools in Japan 
will be selected as training cen- 
ters to inform community lead- 
ers regarding the nutritive 
value, tastiness, and means otf 
preparing wheat and dairy prod- 
ucts in meals for children, 

The project is intended to ex- 
pand Japan’s school lunch pro- 
gram into rural areas. 

The department said that half 
of Japan’s 12 million primary 
school children now receive a 
complete school lunch. Milk is 
distributed to an additional 


1,000,000 children while the re- 
maining 5,000,000 pupils not 
covenant by the school lunch 
program are mostly farm chil- 
dren. 

A series of educational meet- 
ings will be held in Japanese 
rural areas to explain the bene- 
fits of school lunches to parents. 

The project is expected to 
bring 500,000 more Japanese 
children into the school lunch 
program, and promote a grow- 
ing market for wheat and dairy 
products .among the Japanese 
people, ; 

American wheat and dairy 
products specialists will soon 
go to Japan to help with the 
program.

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Osaka Starts Work 
On Power Station 


OSAKA -— Ground - breaking 
ceremonies for the construction 
of a giant thermal power sta- 
tion of the Kansai Electric 
Power Company was held at 
Sumiyoshi, Osaka Wednesday 
morning. : 

The power station—the big- 
gest of its kind in the Orient— 
will be completed by the end 
of 1959 at a 248,850-acre re- 
claimed land site at the mouth 
of the Kizu river. It will cost 
¥45,000 million. Its power out- 
put of 624,000 kilowatts will be 
about the same as that of an- 
other thermal power station 
now under construction in 
Chiba by the Tokyo Electric 
Power Company. 

The first stage of the con- 
struction work will be complet- 
ed by November of next year. 
The Kansai Electric Power 
Company will borrow $12,450,- 
000, or more than 70 per cent of 
the entire cost of needed machi- 
nery, from the Export-Import 
Bank in Washington.

DietUnit Told 
Further Tax: 
Cuts Possible 


Juichi Takagi, a professor of 
Keio University, claimed during 
public hearing in the Diet Wed- 
nesday that it is possible for 
the Government to make more 
drastic tax reductions than the 
cuts now planned. 


Takagi made the statement 
before the Finance Committee 
of the House of Representatives, 
which is now debating bills 
relating to tax reductions. 


The committee. Wednesday, 
heard seven witnesses. 


Takagi estimated the increase 
in tax revenues for the next fis- 
cal year at ¥270,000 million, or 
a sum exceeding the Govern- 
ment’s estimate by ¥85,000 mil- 
lion, if the present tax laws 
were maintained. 


The professor proposed on 
the basis of his tax revenue es- 
timate that the reduction in in- 
come taxes should be increased 
from the Government-planned 
¥ 100,000 million to ¥140,000 mil- 
lion. 

Kaichiro Nishino, managing 
director of Shibaura Manufac- 
turing Co., who represented in- 
dustrial circles at the public 
hearing, said the Government 
proposed bills did not give 
sufficient consideration to the 
improvement of the composition 
of capital, and demanded a 
further reduction in the corpor- 
ation tax. 


Takeo Terao, president of the 
Daiwa Bank, representing. finan- 
cial circles, backed Nishino’s 
demand for lowered corpora- 
tion taxes. 


Akira Iwal, secretary-general 
of the General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo) criticized 
the tax reduction plan as main- 
ly benefiting those with an an- 
nual income of more than ¥500,- 
000, which comprised only 7 per

Ping-Pong Tiring 


STOCKHOLM ({(AP)—A Ger- 
man physician Wednesday offer- 
ed scientific data to prove that 
table tennis is much harder 
than most people think. 


Dr. Kutt Franke, who is at- 
tached to the experimental de- 
rtment at the Friedrichshain 
Hospital, East Berlin, is. carry- 
* Ing out his experiments on lead- 
‘ing ag bets competing in the 
world table tennis champion- 
oo in Stockholm. 

“Table tennis calls for as 
much physical exertion as soc- 
cer or basketball,” Dr. Franke 
said after a series of pulse beat 
experiments. 

“Perhaps the exertion is as 
high as cycling, swimming or 
even. long distance running. 
Nervous tension is a very speci- 
al factor. I have proven it by 
taking the pulse beat of play- 

. ef at various intervals on c 

‘pionship days. 

- “The rate of ‘recovery is not 
‘as fast as most other sports 
because of the nervous tension 
and the fact that the players 
compete indoors. You never 
find such a high beat in football 
or even cycling. The beat is 
more like a 400 or 800 meters 
runner.”

Franke rushed about taking

and afterwards.

NEW YORK (AP)—Color tele- 
vision will be one of the fea- 
tures of the American exhibit at 
the International Trade Fair 
opening in Tokyo May 5. 

Equipment valued at over one 
million dollars is on the steamer 
President Adams, which sailed 
from New York Tuesday. Ten 
engineers and technicians of the 
Radio Corporation of America 
will fly to Japan later to install 
the equipment and operate it 
during—the fair, which lasts 
through May 19.

The final draft of the reserve

Japan, has been handed to the

The draft was completed on 
Feb, 21 by the Financial Sys- 
tem Research Council, establish- 
ed June 20, 1956.

Reserve System for Banks 
Drafted, Handed to Gov't 


By a Special Correspondent 


to be 10 per cent of total deposits 
of each bank. 

Receiving the biessings of 
both the Ministry of Finance 
and the Bank of Japan, the re- 
serve requirement system made 
rapid progress toward realiza- 
tion. As credit measures, the 
Bank of Japan already has the 
official discount rate policy and 
open market operations, A legal 
reserve requirement system was 
needed to complete the picture. 
By changing the legal reserve 
rate, it would be possible to 
control the volume of credit. 


Recommendations Ontlined 

A brief outline of the Council's 
recommendations is as follows. 

1. Substance of the system: 

(a) To be established by law. 

(b) For the present, the re- 
serve system will affect all 
banks having transactions 
with the Bank of Japan. 
Resident foreign banks will 
be included, 

(c) Bank deposits affected 
will include all deposits. 
But, foreign currency de- 
posits and overseas de- 
posits are excluded. 

' ¢d) Deposits will take the 
form of Bank of Japan de- 
posits, bearing no interest. 

(e) A top reserve rate will 
be set, but no minimum. At 
the outset, deposits will be 
taken as a whole. Later, 
they will be separated as to 
time and demand deposits 
with different rates. Also, 
financial institutions should 
be divided as to type size 
and location. 

(f) The maximum legal re- 
serve rate is to be 10 per 
cent in consideration of the 
recent ranges in economic 
fluctuations, actual condi- 
tion of bank deposits in the 
Bank of Japan and future 
trends. 

(g) Calculation of bank de- 
posits and deposits with the 
Bank of Japan is to be by 
the average daily balance 
during a month period. 

(h) Reserve shortages will 
involve a rate slightly high- 
er than the official discount 
rate (say, 10.95 per cent). 

(i) The system should be op- 
erated by the Bank of Japan 
along with discount rate 
changes and open market 
operations. 

(j) However, if it is neces- 
sary to harmonize operation 
of the reserve requirement 
system with existing legal 
systems concerning powers 
and responsibilities of the 
Minister of Finance, he 
may be granted certain 
powers of a passive nature. 
But, in drawing up the bill 
and in actual operation of 
the system, the Finance 
Minister should respect the 
views of the Bank of Japan 
as a central bank, while at 
the same time, the latter 
should collaborate closely 
with the former. 

Basic relationship between 
the two will be obtained through 
review and study from an en- 
tirely fresh point of view when 
revision of the Bank of Japan 
Law is taken up later. 

2. In establishing the reserve 
requirement system, efforts 
should be made to prepare con- 
ditions making for more effect- 
ive performance of discount 
rate changes and open market 
operations, These three mone- 
tary policies have different fea- 
tures and impacts, but are close- 
ly interrelated parts of the 


should be operated harmonious- 
ly. 

3. As fiscal operations are 
expanding and they exert big 
influences on the money market, 
a sound fiscal policy is called 
for together with basic examina- 
tion of seasonal adjustments of 
Treasury accounts with the pub- 
lic, if the reserve requirement 
system is to function properly 
as an effective credit eontrol in- 
strument. 

Finance Minister's Powers 

A real bone of contention in 
the Council’s deliberations con- 
cerned the powers of the Fi- 
nance Minister. To have the 
Bank of Japan operate the re- 
serve requirement system, there 
was no question. But the Fi- 
nance Minister’s legal and poli- 
tical responsibilities could not 
be skipped. Hence, certain: 
powers of a passive nature (this 
could mean a veto, reservation 
of decision for a period, ap 
proval with reservations or 
mere final approval) were re- 
served for the Finance Minister, 
as against powers of an active 
nature (as initiation of legal 
reserve rate changes). 

What this will amount to in 
actual practice, is that all major 
decisions will be made after, and 
not prior to, thoroughgoing dis- 
cussions and a meeting of minds 
behind closed doors between the 
Finance Minister and the Bank 
of Japan Governor.

Atomic Company 
Being Planned 


Various firms of the powerful 
Mitsubishi financial-industrial 
group Tuesday decided that the 
establishment of a big atomic 
energy development company 
will require more time than 
originally planned. 

However, they decided that 
the Mitsubishi Electric Manu- 
facturing Company’s projected 
technical tie-up with the West- 
inghouse Electric Corporation 
of America concerning atomic 
energy industrialization should 
be carried ‘out as scheduled, 
The decision was made at a 
meeting of atomic experts of 
the companies which included 
the Mitsubishi Electric Manu- 
facturing, Mitsubishi Shipbuild- 
ing and Mitsubishi-Nippon 
Heavy Industry companies. 

The creation of the proposed 
company was approved in prin- 
ciple, but some problems re- 
mained to be ironed out con- 
cerning the plan, 

Negotiations continued since 
last autumn between Mitsubishi 
Electric and Westinghouse on 
atomic technical cooperation are 
expected to be concluded next 
month with the initialing of a 
15-year contract, 


According to a draft agree- 
ment that has been prepared, 
Westinghouse will supply Mitsu- 
bishi Electric with all informa- 
tion concerning development of 
machinery, materials and fuel 
for peaceful utilization of atom- 
ic energy. Besides, Westing- 
house will appoint the firm its 
sole sales agency in Japan for 
its atomic facilities, 


A $1 million initial payment 
for the cooperation will be 
made it is reported, over a 
period of five years in addition 
to a royalty corresponding to 
five per cent of the sale of West- 
inghouse-patented * goods,  esti- 
mated at $100,000 a year, to be 
paid from the sixth year after 
the signing of the contract.

But such claims take no account of the general picture 
-pesulting from the frequency of these tests—in the past 
made by the United States and Soviet Russia and now to 
be mede again by Britain. And that picture is almost cer- 
tainly one of the increasing pollution of the atmosphere by - 
the radioactive products of atomic fission. a, 
- We note that the Swedish radiophysicist, Professor 
R. M. Sievert, in a paper published by the U.N. World 
Health Organization, asserts that nuclear weapon tests on 
the present scale are much more dangerous to mankind 
than has been hitherto believed. He declares that radio- 
‘active elements from nuclear bomb tests in recent years are 
now evenly distributed in dangerous quantities over virtual- 
ly the entire surface of the earth. This is a very serious 
statement by a responsible scientist which should receive 


international attention. 


According to Professor Sievert both cattle and growing 
plants in Sweden were affected by the fallout from bomb 
tests which took place in August and September last year. 
He did not specify the site of these particular tests. But 
there seems to be growing evidence that with the increased 


radioactivity being spilled about the globe 
of the tests becomes less material.

While it is true that the Leftists made great play over 
the proposal of Britain to hold tests in the Pacific and have 
kept pretty quiet over the latest Soviet explosion, this is 
not the whole story.

Possibilities Unlimited 


Idea of Sponsoring Medel Farms Suggested to Show What Can Be Done 


This is the second of two 
articles on what has been done to 
bring relief to famine stricken 
Hokkaido. Mr. Hirasawa makes 
some pertinent suggestions: to 
develop the possibilities latent 
in this northern country.—Edlitor. 


“IT didn’t feel like going bath- 
this summer,” said Mr. 
Koyanagi of the Hokkaido Gov- 
ernment who met me at Chi- 
tose Airport. Such was the 
coldness in Hokkaido last sum- 


mer when it suffered a great 


famine. 

All 190,000 farm households 
throughout Hokkaido sustained 
damage from the cold wave. Of 
them, 126,599 families or more 
than -two thirds of the total 
figure, harvested less than half 
their usual crop, and of this 
number 7,887 families had no 
harvest at all, 

The farmers stood dumb- 
founded in their barren fields, 
shivering and completely at a 
loss as to how to survive the 
approaching winter. At that 
crucial time, rice was sent by 
the CAC, 

Their joy may be seen in the 
‘verse written by a little school 
girl, Kazuko Takemoto, a first 
grader in- Hokusei Primary 
School in Taksu Village. 


We Were So Happy 

We had no rice crop and did 

not know what to do, 

Because we had no rice 

We ate pumpkins instead. 

How tasteless the lunch we 

took to school 

But now I am happy, 

We got plenty of CAC rice, 

All our family were glad, 

Mother cried with joy, 

I am glad I can take lunch 

with me now, 

The rice delivered to Hokkai- 
do from the CAC since last 
October amounts to 6,984,200 
pounds (about 3,140 tons). The 
transportation of 1,472,700 
pounds (about 660 tons), Was 
paid for by the readers of The 
Japan Times. The CAC rice 
will support all 27,000 families 
of pioneer farmers for 144 days

Other Donations 
Besides the rice there were 
donations of ¥130 million in 
cash and 770,000 pieces of cloth- 
ing.

anything else we could do to 
help them I visited Hokkaido 
with six CAC representatives. 
We were quite impressed by 
the warm reception extended 
us by the farmers themselves 
as well as officials of the Hok- 
kaido Government. But what 
impressed us most was the fact 
that the amount of rice donat- 
ed and that rationed tallied ex- 
actly to the last pound. We 
were shown a detailed record 
of how the rice they received 
through the goodness of 40 mil- 
lion American citizens and read-

distributed. This record meant 
much more to us than all words 
of gratitude, 

Through this disaster we 
have understood the true mean- 
ing of humanitarianism rising 
above race and boundary. Ex- 
istence of goodwill between 
human beings has never been 
proved so clearly. ,

On the other hand, we are 
often confronted with the ques- 
tion: What did the Government 
do to help Hokkaido? In Ja- 
pan proper the people enjoyed 
the “greatest prosperity since 
the founding of the country.” 
There was a bumper crop that 
the black market price of rice 
fell below the legal price. Why, 
then, did the disaster-stricken 
farmers of Hokkaido have to de- 
pend on CAC rice for survival?

Here are some of the meas- 
ures adopted by the Govern- 
ment. Dp to Feb. 15, the far- 
mera were paid ¥3,259,300,000 in 
wages for relief public works. 
The Government has also sent 
since last October 30,000 tons 
of rice every month to be ra- 
tioned in Hokkaido, for which 
the farmers could pay after De- 
cember, 1957. Other measures 
were also taken but it is doubt- 
tul whether they had any prac- 
tical effect on the destitute far- 


mers. 
Spent on Feed 


The greater part of the wages 
earned by the farmers engaged 
in the aforesaid public works 
was spent to purchase livestock 
feed, and very few of them 
could buy the Government ra- 
tioned rice for they had to pay 
for it sooner or later. In fact, 
the rice eaten by them last —_ 
end was only the rice from 
CAC, 

It is to be regretted that the 
Government had committed 
this and other kind of mistakes 
in dealing with the situation. 

The development of HokkKai- 
do has a history of 80 years, 
during which time a great deal 
of hardships and even some 
lives of the pioneers have gone 
into the soil of this northern is- 
land. The Government has ap- 
propriated a large amount of 
funds for this purpose also. Es- 


pecially, in 1951 a five-year de-. 


velopment plan was formulat- 
ed, and another five-year plan 
is te be launched this fiscal 
year. Budget allocation for the 
development program — totaled 
¥18,000 million last year and 
¥23,000 million this year, 
Much Wasted 

But oftentimes funds poured 
in do not bring about sufficient 
results because they are distri- 
buted on ai piecemeal and 
“please everybody” basis. . 

For instance, funds disbursed 
for repair and construction of 
fishing ports under the first five- 
year program totaled only about 
¥3,300 million against ¥13,500 
million actually needed. Only 
five ports underwent full re- 
pairs and expansion work, al- 
though such work started at 77 
ports. 

In some cases, funds paid 
out proved a total waste be- 
cause sands previously removed 
piled up again during the long 
winter. Efficient operation of 
funds also cannot be expected 
because the winter is just 
ahead when an official report 
on the disbursement of funds 
for each year reaches Hokkaido 
from Tokyo. 

The biggest problem, how- 
ever, seems to lie not in the 
amount of funds but in the idea 


behind the development plan 


and how the funds are to be 


used. 
Unprepared Move 

When the nation was suffer- 
ing from food shortage and 
overpopulation after the war, 
the Government sent _§re- 
patriates and evacuees from 
urban centers, who had no land 
or employment, to Hokkaido as 
settlers, 

The action. was taken without 
preparations on the part of the 
vernment; nor was Hokkaido 
ready to accept such settlers. 
A. ¥220,000 loan to each house- 
hold which could be paid back 
on a five-year instalment plan 
was the main support measure 
taken at that time. 

It is only natural that settl- 
ers under such poor conditions 
are unable to find their way out 
of the recent misfortune. 

During the past 10 years, 
40,848 pioneer families have 
gone to Hokkaido, but 32 per 
cent of them have quit. ‘This 
indicates how miserable their 
condition was. 

Hokkaido is vast in area, Bek- 


kal Village, for example, has 
about the same area as that of 
Kagawa Prefecture. 


There must be a method of . 


development suited to this vast 
area and climate. Hokkaido is 
snowbound for nearly half the 
ear. 

. It is inhumane to send settlers 
to Hokkaido with an easy-going 
and haphazard plan on. the 
smug assumption that settle 
ment means more farm produce 
and alleviation of the food 
shortage and problems accom- 
panying the country’s growing 
population. . 

However, Hokkaido has al- 
most unlimited possibilities, and 
is the only “dream” left for 
Japan. 

In order to make the dream 
come true, the following con- 
ditions must be met, 


For Long-Term Plan 

First of all, a long-term devel- 
opment program which suits 
actual conditions should be 
worked out. This program 
should not he affected in .the 
least by political changes. 

Politicians or Government of- 
ficials including the director 
general of the Hokkaido Devel. 
opment Agency should not 
make political capital out of it. 

Secondly, the man charged 
with carrying out the program 
must be well qualified for the 
task. He should not necéssarily 
be an important figure. On the 
contrary, a man with creative 
ability, enthusiasm and imagi- 
nation as well as leadership 
should be selected. 

Another important: thing is 
that the Hokkaido and the Cen- 
tral Governments must work to- 
gether and for this purpose a 
system conducive to mutual co- 
operation should be establish- 
ed. - May I make a proposal in 
this connection? 

In the northern part of Hok- 
kaido, there is a small settle- 
ment known as Otoshibe. It is 
located about 20 miles inland 
from Esashi Station—the ter- 
minal of the railroad running 
along the Okhotsk Sea coast 
from Wakkanai, the northern- 
most city- 

Model Farm 


Thirty-five families are settl- 
ed in this community and most 
of them have had training at 
colonization centers. All they 
have received from she Govert- 
ment are the poor plots of land 
and settlers’ loan referred to 
above. Although “mixed farm- 
ing”—dairy and crop farming— 
is ideal in this area, the settlers 
are handicapped by a shortage 
of both labor and funds. In or- 
der to make their venture suc- 
eessful, the pioneer farmers 
need motorized farm imple- 
ments and draft hors make 
up for the labor shortage as 
well as the initial investments 
for the purchase of cattle, hogs 
and chickens. 

Despite the discouraging 
handicaps, however, I saw rays 
of hope in this community. Will 
it not be possible for us to 
“sponsor” this group of indo- 
mitable settlers? Will it not be 
possible for: us to help them so 
that in three or five years they 
can set up a model farm there? 

I believe that with a realistic 
plan for development, a greater 
achievement than the Govern- 
ment-sponsored “pilot farms” 
can be aecomplished—at less 
cost. A Hokkaido Government 
official said that a model farm 
ean be built with a fund of 
¥2,000,000 per household over a 
period of three years, 

If and when this “dream” can 
be realized it would serve as an 
example of successful pioneer 
farming for all interested par- 
ties to see. And the accomplish- 
ment might prove a beacon as 
well to guide Japan’s future 
economic development program. 


Peiping’s New Approach

HONGKONG — Peiping — is 
using a new approach to an old 
charge today in its campaign to 
unite Taiwan with the Com- 
munist mainiand. 


Peiping has always demanded 
that American forces get out of 
Taiwan and has expounded this 
theme in the Geneva talks 
which began in August, 1955. 


The demand still stands, But 
the Reds now are aiming it in 
a slightly different direction— 
or perhaps more accurately— 
in two directions. 


The new pitch is that the Na- 
tionalists had better get rid of 
the Americans or face loss of 
control over the island bastion. 
This theme is tied in with 
Peiping’s current campaign to 
lure high-ranking Nationalists 
back to the mainiand and into 
the Communist fold. 

The Communists are saying 
that if Taipei doesn’t hurry up 


and be absorbed into the Com- - 


munist nation, the Nationalists 
will have no sovereignty what- 
soever left—not because of the 
Communists but because of the 
United States. 

Premier Chou En-lai warned 
this week that Taiwan would 
become another Honolulu and 
that the Nationalists would have 
no say in the administration of 
the island which would be no- 
thing but. an American military 
establishment. 

The over-all campaign to re 
gain Taiwan is, of course, a 
matter for the central com- 
mittee of the Communist Party, 
But last month the Reds formed 
the “Committee for the Peace- 
ful Liberation of Taiwan” with 
headquarters. in Shanghai. 
Chang Chih<hung was named 
chairman. 


ful liberation of Taiwan is be- 
coming even greater,” Chang 
said in an interview with the 
Shanghai newspaper Wen Hui- 
pao on Feb, 28, 

It was clear, he Said, that 
“this possibility would ultimate- 
ly be realized.” ' 

Peiping realizes that as long 
as the U.S. keeps military forces 
on or near Taiwan, the pros- 
pects for regaining the island 
are nil, Further, the chances 
of anything concrete developing 
in the U.S.-China talks at Geneva 
are slight because that very is- 
sue has stalled the conferences 
for 18 months.

. The Japanese are great eaters 
of kashi (sweets and cakes) and 
its variety is great. Not only 
are all children fond of K but 
when a visiter comes, tea and 
kashi must be offered, in 
visiting it has become etiquette 
to take a gift of kashi. Tea 
ceremony requires it. In gener- 
al use, Kashi often means any- 
thing taken between meals. 


The term originally meant 
fruits or nuts. Its seems that 
in primitive days, fruits and 
nuts were eaten between meals. 


Japanese cakes and sweets 
as known today were first made 
after Chinese sweets which 
were introduced in the Heian 
period (89th century). They 
were at first called togashi (or 
Chinese cakes). Togashi was 
made of rice, wheat or bean 
fiours and fried in oil. Among 
them was sembei (cracker) 
made of wheat flour and fried. 
It was from this that rice flour 
sembei later developed. There 
was also yokan (sweet bean 
jelly) which was made of red 
bean flour and sweetened with 
the juice obtained from kuzu 
(arrowroot). 


In the Kamakura period (14- 
15 century) Priest Ryuzan 


brought from China manju 
(buns filled with sweetened 
bean paste). Sembei, yokan 


and manju became the princi- 
pal kashi, and with their intro- 
duction, fruits came to be 
called mizugashi or juicy kashi. 


Sugar was introduced into 
Japan in the Muromachi period 
(16th century) and with sugar 
all kinds of kashi improved 
greatly in taste. At about the 
same time various western 
cakes and sweets were brought 
in. Soon a great variety came 
to be made in Japan—kompeito 


(confits), kastera (Spanish 
sponge cake), karumera 
(caramel), and others after 


western sweets, and were eager- 
ly eaten by those in the upper 
circle, 


Since then Japanese kashi 
has rapidly improved in taste 
and technique of making.

Reflections on Nikita 


PARiS—An attempt to analyze 
the character of a single 'n- 
dividuai may seem an odd first 
installment of an attempt fo 
sum up seven experience-pack- 
ed weeks in a country of more 
than 200,000,000 people. Yet I! 
think all the same that Nikita S. 
Khruehchev is a useful human 
symbol of the strange society 
which he leads. 


For one thing, despite the 
rumors to the .contrary, this 
powerful, resilient, gutta-percna- 
like man has almost certainly 
been strengthening his position 
as first among the equals of -he 
Soviet ruling collective. It was 
cightly significant, for instance, 
that Khrushchev, the party sec- 
retary, rather than Bulganin, 
the Chairman of the Ministerial 
Council, presented the stagger- 
ing new plan of administrative 
and economic reorganization to 
the recent plenum of the Com- 
munist Central Committee. 

Under Soviet practice, this 
makes the new program a 
Khrushchev program. The right 
comparison is with the only 
slightly less staggering new 
lands’ program, with its total in- 
vestment of more than $3 billion 
and its human movement of 
about 800,000 farm workers, 
which is also a Khrushchev pro- 
grams 

In the circumstances, in 
truth, it is rather more. likely 
that Nikita Khrushchev will 
eventually combine the two key 
posts now divided between him- 
self and Builganin, than that ne 
will be replaced as first among 
the equals by some one else. 
What then is the character of 
this representative Soviet lead- 
er? 

The record tells a good. deal. 
Khrushchev danced the “gopak” 
and pacified the Ukraine with 
an iron hand for Josef Stalin. 
He reached his present great 
position In a period when no 
man’s back was safe from the 
dagger of intrigue, a _ period 
when the struggle for survival 
at the Soviet summit was quite 
literally a struggle to the death. 
He must be tough. He must de 
astute. He must have <- talent 
for survival. Otherwise he 
would not have survived. 

It may seem presumptuous 
to think that one can add much 
to these established facts on the 
basis of: a mere conversation— 
even a very frank conversation 
that continued for two hours. 
Yet as I watched and listened 
to Nikita Khrushchev the other 
day, certain of his traits seemed 
to stand out in a way that was 
indisputable, | 

He is, first of all, possessed 
of an incomparable energy, an 
astonishing zest and gusto. 
When he and Bulganin returned 
from their gruelling trip to 
India, he exhausted Bulganin 
who had to take to his bed for 
a few days. But Khrushchev 
resumed his ordinary duties 
with the air of having enjoyed 
a rest cure. In the same manner, 
when I saw him, he had just 
finished a pretty rough two 
weeks, with the Supreme Soviet, 
the Central Committee plenum, 
the changes in the Foreign 
Ministry, the big program of 
administrative reorganization, 
and all sorts of other tasks 
crowding in together. But he 
still seemed just as bouncingly 
gutta-percha-like as when I first 
saw him toasting Chou En-lai 
in high good humor at the 
Kremlin. — 


. e . 

Then, too, as he talked of 
foreign and then of domestic 
policy, it became clearer that 
Nikita Khrushchev is a cool out 
immensely bold gambler. His 
new lands’ plow-up is a tre 
mendous gamble with the cli- 
mate. The shakeup of the whole 
Soviet economic and industrial 
apparatus that he is now spon- 
soring is a tremendous admini- 
strative gamble. If you study it 
carefully, Soviet. foreign policy 
in the Khrushchev era has aiso 
been considerably more adven- 
turous than Stalin’s foreign 
policy, except at the moment of 
Korea. 

Yet the immensity of the 
stakes upon the table (stakes 
which of course quite possibly 
include Khrushchev’s own 
future) did not seem to dismay 
him in the least. On the con 


trary, he positively rubbed his 
stubby, strong peasant hands in 
open delight when he described 
from 


the planned movement, 


comfortable berths in the cap- 
tal out to hard jobs on the in- 
dustrial front in the province, 
of countless thousands of -im- 
portant officials, engineers and 
technicians. The radical char- 
acter of the industrial-economic 
shakeup obviously appealed to 
him greatly. : 

At the same time, Khrush- 
chev's discussion of Soviet in- 
ternal problems was singularly 
practical and hard-headed. In- 
contrast, his discussion of for- 
eign policy seemed at first to 
have an inordinately high con- 
tent of polemic and Communist 
gobbledygook. 

> - s 

Yet if. one listened anabyti- 
cally, this initially unfavorable 
impression was soon dispelled, 
or rather soon replaced by an 
impression of a different nature. 
On the one hand, it became 
clear that many Khrushchev 
statements that would seem 
outrageous to every American, 
were in fact believed by Khrush- 
chev himself. And why not? 
He himself has revealed that 
even his primary education be- 
gan very late. His whole train- 
ng and experience have been 
acquired within the iron limits 
of the iron Soviet system. So 
the special way he sees the out- 
er world is hardly surprising, 

On the other hand, despite 
the great distortion of some of 
his judgments, concerning Amer- 
ican intentions, for instance, 
there was an extreme sharp- 
ness, a ruthless, brutally realis- 
tic focus in most of his vision of 
the outer world. Above all, he 
plainly saw with utmost clarity 
all the weak points in the 
patchy armor of the Western 
alliance. And he plainly realiz- 
ed only too precisely how those 
weak points could best be prob- 
ed and exploited. 

Altogether, it seemed to me 
impossible to resist the conclu- 
sion that Nikita S. Khrushchev 
was a very formidable fellow 
indeed and above all a very un- 
comfortable sort of opponent. 
And it also seems to me that 
this same conclusion can be ap- 
plied to Soviet society.
